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Chico State hazing death hits home 


Fraternity under scrutiny — 


Campus reacts to Chico death.

Last week’s death of a Chico 
State student in a fraternity haz- 
ing incident has _ brought 
renewed interest to the possibili- 
ty of similar situations at 
Sacramento State. 

Tom Carroll, program advi- 
sor for student activities at Sac 
State, said he believes that “haz- 
ing is very limited.” He did, 
however, say that it is hard to 
measure hazing because unless 


there is a victim or an eyewit- 


ness, no one ever hears about it. 

“Tt is not something we take 
lightly,” Carroll said. 

The punishments for hazing 
range from suspension to expul- 
sion, depending on the severity 
of the offense. There are no 
“slaps on the wrist” where haz- 
ing is concerned. 

When he found out about the 
death of the Chico State student, 
he walked over to the fraternity 
and sorority booths in the library 
quad and made sure they were 


aware of what had rene 
He said that he had also talked-to :

about hazing prior to the inci- 
dent.

Derek Hamilton, a Sacramento State jun- 
ior history major, has started a Web site and 
online petition, which he hopes will convince 
the university administration to change the 
name of the C.M. Goethe Arboretum, located 
at the J Street entrance to campus. 

Hamilton contends Goethe was a racist 
whose views no longer reflect the values of 
the university. 

‘T’m not any kind of activist in general,” 
Hamilton said. “But I do believe in more lib- 
eral principles, and racism tends to just ... piss 
me off.” 

Hamilton, who builds Web sites for a liv- 
ing said, “This is just a way that I could do 
something that I felt that, for me, would be 
really simple to do.” 

Hamilton built the Web _ Site, 
ChangeTheSign.org, over the winter break 
and launched it during the second week of 
classes. In addition to the petition, which so 
far has been signed by over 60 faculty and stu- 
dents, the Web site includes a short. biography

The Academic Information Resource Center, 
known to those working on the project as the ARC, 
will be finished this semester, even after a major 
setback last fall. 

The $17 million building has been under con- 
struction near the library since last year, and will 
house several computer labs and study centers for 
students, said Ron Richardson, the construction 
administrator on the project. ‘ 

The project was originally scheduled to be fin- 
ished in January, but was set back by a major rain- 
storm in September 2004: The rainstorm also 
caused thousands of dollars in damage to the 
University Union. | 

Richardson said the university has not had to 
pay any extra money for the delays in construction. 

‘The contractors are required to carry Builders 


’ C 
Risk Insurance, so the only affect to the university 
is not having the building on time,” he said. 


The project is now scheduled to be finished in 
late April or early May, but classes will not be held 


‘in the building until fall semester, Richardson said. 


Classes were not planned to be held in the. 
building until fall semester regardless of the com- 
pletion date, he said. 

Paul Noble, associate vice president of planning 
and budget, said, “The building has been called the 
Academic Information Resource Center, but there 
may be plans by the university to change it to the 
name of some obscure California county.” 

Noble said the building is’ part of a state-funded 
project to improve the campus. The funding paid 


. for the construction of the building, but did not pay 


for the equipment and furniture that will go inside 
the building. 

Spencer Freund, ‘associate vice reariont for 
academic affairs and telecommunications, said 
funding for equipment and furniture was raised 
internally in the computing, telecommunications 
and media services department. Some donations 
and grants were also received to help with the proj- 
ect.

in textbook prices

‘The skyrocketing price of college textbooks is 
the subject of a report for the second year in a row 
from the California Student Public Interest 
Research Group. The group surveyed over 500 
students and 150 faculty members from 10 pub- 
lic California colleges and universities on the cost 
of their textbooks, 

CalPIRG, a consumer watch group, had stu- 
dent representatives from UC Davis lay out their 
findings at a Capitol press conference Feb. 1. 

“We found textbook prices have risen at four 
times the inflation rate of normal finished goods,” 
said Merriah Fairchild, CalPIRG spokeswoman. 

“The average student is spending over $900 per 
year, making higher education less affordable.” 

According to the report, the publishers that 
make the already over-priced books even more 
expensive are using marketing gimmicks. By 
bundling books with workbooks and CD-ROMs 
publishers are adding as much as 40 percent to 
their selling prices. 


The report also pointed out a big difference in 


1 prices overseas as compared to the U.S, 


t zlint- 


“American students are paying as much as 
two times more for the exact same textbook. as 
students in the United Kingdom,” Fairchild said. 

Daniel Holloway, a UC Davis political sci- 
ence major, said the average student at Davis 


spent $1,000 per year in 2003-2004, which was 


up from the 1997 average of $700. 

“There are no compensations from financial 
aid to soften the blow,” Holloway said. “We need 
to lobby professors to choose older editions to 
make books more affordable.” | 


“We certainly see prices increasing every 


semester,’ said Julia Milardovich, director of 
bookstore services. From fall of 2002- fall of 
2003 there was an average increase of 4 percent 
on a new book. The following fall semester we 
saw a5 percent increase.” 

Books that tend to be more costly are techni- 
cal, science and business textbooks, said Julia 
Milardovich, director of bookstore services. 


“Of the 4,005 titles we sell at the bookstore, 


322 are over $100,” Milardovich said. ‘That’s 8 
percent of what we sell. The average price on 
new books is $47.” | |

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first semester was $400. | 

When professors choose a new edition, col- 
lege bookstores pay very little for the older edi- 
tion, even if the book is in great shape, Singleton 
said. She found this out while a student at Sierra 
College. : 

“A friend of mine bought a book for $25,” 
Singleton said. “When she sold it back, she only 
got $1.” ; 

Being able to offer students top dollars for 
their used books depends a lot upon the profes- 
sors, Milardovich said. 

“Tf professors request a book that is being 
used early on, we can offer up to 50 percent for 
the used book from the students,” Milardovich 
said. “Getting our orders on time is very impor- 
tant.” 

If professors don’t request the used book early 


- enough the buy-back amount is only 15-20 per- 


cent. 

_ CalPIRG is calling on book publishers to 
lower their prices voluntarily and to only publish 
new editions when there is enough new informa- 
tion to warrant it. Pearson and Thompson are two 


_ of the publishers that continue to raise the costs of -

As part of a class required for 
graduation, graphic design students 
will create the signs, which will be 
equipped with colorful layouts.

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“My dream was to have a 


semester where (students) learned 
how a real job went through a stu- 
dio,” said Gwen Amos, graphic 
design program coordinator. 

The new signs on campus are 
part of President Alexander 
Gonzalez’s plan to revamp Sac 
State and make it easier for every- 
one to navigate throughout the cam- 
pus. 
The project is headed by John 

_ Forrest, assistant graphic design 

professor; Bill Olmsted, lecturer; 

. and Amos, who will act as art direc- 

tors of the project but will not par- 
ticipate in the design aspect itself. 

Extensive research by students 
Christopher Lee and Christine Lee, 
both juniors in graphic design, has 
given the classes working on the 
project vast insight into the new 
signs being created.

Webster said he first learned 
about the debt on Feb. 3 from Tom 
Carroll, Sac State’s program adviser 
for student activities.

of Goethe (pronounced “Gay-tee”) and 
links to articles about him, including the 
work of Sac State professor emeritus of 
social work Tony Platt, who has done exten- 
sive research into Goethe. 

Hamilton said he found out about 
Goethe chiefly through Platt’s work, which 
Hamilton had read about in articles printed 
in the Sacramento Bee and the Sacramento 
News & Review. | 

Charles M. Goethe, a Sacramento-area 
businessman and philanthropist, for whom 
the arboretum was named in 1961, left hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to Sac State 
upon: his death in 1966. 

The CSUS Foundation still aumninisters 
those funds, earmarked mostly for research 
grants and scholarships in the biological sci- 
ences. 

Platt said Goethe was also a right-wing 
supporter of the human eugenics move- 
ment, which led campaigns to restrict immi- 
gration from Latin America and supported 
the forced sterilization of society’s “undesir- 
ables,” which in Goethe’s view. usually 
meant people of color. 

Platt also found that Goethe funded anti- 
Asian campaigns, praised the Nazis before 
and after World War II and practiced dis- 
crimination in his own business dealings, 
refusing to sell real estate to Mexicans and 
Asians. 

Platt found that Goethe’s last recorded 
donation, three months before he died in 
1966, was to the Northern League, a group 
dedicated to bringing “Nordic peoples” 
together against the “worthless peoples of 
Africa and Asia.” 

Platt’s conclusions are based mostly on 
the thousands of letters and pamphlets 
Goethe wrote in support of his views, which 
Platt quotes directly throughout his research. 

Platt supports Hamilton’s petition, and 
has signed it. : 

“The sign as it stands has to go,” Platt

said. “I do think it’s offensive to name a 


public space that people pass by every day. 


named after a person associated with such 
injustice and inequality.” - 

Platt, however, does not believe that sim- 
ply changing the name of the arboretum 
would be enough. 

‘The purpose behind a public memorial 
is get people engaged with history.” 

Platt thinks that along with changing the 


name, some sort of plaques or other signage 
should be included that explain who Goethe 
was, what he believed in, why the arbore- 
tum was named after him in the first place 
and, ultimately, why the name was changed. 

“This is something that should be dis- 
cussed,” Platt said. “How did this happen? 
How would you make sure that this doesn’t 
happen again?” 

Regina Unimuke, a Sac State senior 


majoring in ethnic studies and the president 
of the African Students Association, also 
signed the petition and agreed that Goethe 
should no longer be honored by the univer- 
sity. 

“There’s a lot of diversity at Sac State, 
and if you’re gomg to name an arboretum 
after a Nazi sympathizer, I don’t think that’s 
very sensitive,’ Unimuke said. “We can 
change the name to reflect everybody.” 





Professor of social work Lynn Cooper 
has also signed the petition. “Every time I 
drive on campus I find it so offensive to see 
that sign,” she said. 

Cooper includes information on Goethe 
in some of her social policy classes and has 
found that students typically don’t know 
anything about Goethe. | 

‘“They’re really shocked and appalled,” 
Cooper said of her students’ reactions when 
they learn about Goethe’s views. 

The university administration is looking 
into the issue, said university spokesman 
Frank Whitlatch. Whitlatch said President 
Alexander Gonzalez and the new executive 
director of the CSUS Foundation Matthew 
Altier have been conducting an investiga- 
tion, which began last year, into “all aspects 
of the Goethe trust.” 

Whitlatch said the administration would- 
n’t be ready to comment publicly on the 
issue until the investigation is complete. 

‘They’re going to look at everything to 
get a full picture of what’s going on,” 
Whitlatch said. 

Hamilton hopes his petition will put 
some extra pressure on the administration to 
do something about Goethe’s legacy at the 
university. 

“T would like to have, honestly, a mini- 
mum of a couple thousand (signatures),” 
Hamilton said, “because I feel like if we can 
get a good percentage of the Sac State pop- 
ulation and community members to sign the 
petition, saying that they are interested in 
this history, I think that will provide a little 
bit more impetus to the administration to do 
something publicly about it.” 

Hamilton doesn’t have any specific 
ideas about who or what the arboretum 
should be named after. He is more interest- 
ed in getting the campus Remy, talking 
about the issue. 

‘Whatever the name is, as long as it’s a 
public decision,” Hamilton said. 





Professor publishes report on detecting exam cheaters

Robert G. Mogull, a statistics professor in the college 
of business administration, uses his expertise in scientif- 
ic probability to detect students cheating on exams, pub- 


lishing a study that gives statistical Blane, conrerping 


academic dishonesty. 
,, In a previous semester, Mogull had distverdd evi- 


dence that two students in his second semester busifiess” 


statistics course, MIS 131, cheated. The two students in 
question missed 26 identical out of a possible 100 ques- 
tions. 

As a result, Mogull, who typically does studies and 
projections concerning poverty, decided that he wanted 
to calculate the probability that the students had been 
cheating. 

“T thought to myself, “You ought to be able to deter- 
mine the likelihood that they cheated.’ I wanted to see 
what kind of confidence level I could achieve in deter- 
mining that in fact they had cheated and collaborated,” 
he said. “It wasn’t an attempt to nail them because the 
evidence was already quite clear.” 

Mogull did not even write the paper until after the 
students had been confronted and punished. 

The method itself, which has been incorrectly iden- 
tified in news reports as a “secret formula,” involves cal- 
culating both the likelihood of a person missing a partic- 
ular question and that multiple students miss identical 
questions. 


According to Mogull’s paper, which was published 
in the Journal of College Teaching and Learning, a case 
of cheating can be established if the probability of stu- 
dents cheating dn the exam is calculated to be better than 
90 percent. 

“Ninety percent is kind of the minimal confidence 
level that goes along with the social sciences, but it is 
kind of arbitrary,’ Mogull said. “It is something that.a 
reader, another professor might ask. So I offered that as 
a rough guide because it is the minimal threshold com- 
monly used in social sciences and business.” 

In his real life case, Mogull calculated that there was 
only a 0.00000000000000000004 chance that the stu- 
dents had not cheated. 

“Tt was as close to absolute certain as you can get,” 
Mogull said. 

While this detection method really is only applicable 
to multiple-choice exams, Mogull said that, while diffi- 
cult, it is possible to detect cheating on other types of 
tests. 

“You would have to use a different method for an 
essay-type exam. You couldn’t use the probability 
method, unless you wanted to try and use word analy- 
sis,” Mogull said. 

Word analysis is a method of detection that involves 
tracking phrases and words common to multiple docu- 
ments, similar to an Internet search engine. 

Many students are opposed to cheating, albeit for 
different reasons. 

“T don’t like to copy or be copied. There are very few 


instances that I can think of in which I let people even 
copy my homework,” Ana Maligat, a senior apparel 
design major, said. “In fact, I don’t think I have done it 
since high school.” 

“You don’t learn anything by cheating,” Aaron 
Pypers, a senior physics major said. 

However, both Maligat and Epes had muted reac- 
tions'to the method:: 

“T think that there are too many discrepancies,” 


Maligat said.“‘The probability of error seems too large, 


and I don’t think that it is morally OK to bust someone 





for cheating on just the numbers.” 

“Tt seems like a lot of effort,’ Pypers said. “If you 
don’t trust.your students to not cheat, you should change 
the way that you are giving the exam, like moving desks 
apart or giving multiple forms, things like that.” 

Regardless, Maligat said that she is very careful 
about her work. 

“T always cover my answers on tests and I’m careful 
about where I look during the test,’ Maligat said. “I 
basically just try to stay focused on my exam.”

e rising cost of textbooks has creat- 

ed a lose-lose situation for college 

_ Students who are already facing the 
vertical trajectory of tuition increases. 

Based on figures from the January 2005 
report from the California Student Public 
Interest Research Group (CalPIRG), we cal- 
culated that the average student expenditure 
on textbooks has increased by over 40 per- 
cent from 1996-1997 through the 2003- 
2004 school years. We understand inflation 
and we know that things like housing prices 
are going through the roof in Sacramento, 
but a 40 percent increase for those who'can 
least afford it seems outrageous. 

At four times the normal rate of inflation, 
we don’t think we are being ripped off— we 
know it. CalPIRG reports that the average 

_ price for a new college textbook is now over 
,, $100! 
Much of the increased cost of textbooks 
: comes from the bundling practice that mar- 
ries additional content like CD’s and study 
‘” guides. Naturally, these items are included to 
enhance our learning experience, but profes- 
- sors rarely, if ever, use these materials. 

_ What college textbook publishers are 


doing amounts, in no uncertain terms, to 
price gouging. Californians are used to the 
practice, as evidenced by the success of the 
energy companies like Enron and gas prices 
that are consistently 10 to 15 cents above the 
national average for a gallon. 

That doesn’t mean that we have to sit 
back and take it. The publishers, who 
methodically put out new edition after new 
edition with almost no new content, need to 
be warned that we will not be buying their 
new textbooks. | 

Our professors need to support that deci- 
sion by only’ assigning textbooks that offer 
small supplemental editions with the origi- 
nal textbook. That way, a particular edition 
might still be viable even at 2-4 years old. 

And in case the publishers didn’t know it, 
this is the “digital age” and the time to con- 


sider online textbooks. We can’t think of a 


book. | 


better way to curb book production costs 
than to consider publishing an online text- 


Short of that, maybe it’s time to have our 
legislators look at ways to help us save 
money on textbooks...then again, let’s not 
give them another reason to raise our tuition!

The heart, the cone-shaped human 
engine, is the muscle in our bodies that 
pumps blood from left to right to provide 
oxygen to cells. :

Cellular memory 
is a topic being stud- 
ied a lot in modern 
biology. fae 

The concept proposes that memory tis- 
sue is found in numerous areas of our bod- 
ies, not only the brain. The human heart has 

,been_an organ, of particular interest in some 


_ of these studies. 


According to the San Francisco Medical 
Society’s Web-site, Dr. Paul Pearsall, clini- 
cal professor of the Department of Nursing 
at the University of Hawaii, conducted a 
study in 2002 in which he interviewed 150 
individuals who had received a heart trans- 
plant. 
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His findings led him to conclude that the 
heart’s living tissue is able to retain memo- 
ry because many of the transplant recipients 
acquired characteristics of their heart donors 
following surgery. 

Is it possible for the human heart, which 
we usually think of as merely the pump that 
circulates our blood, to remember the activ- 
ities and personality traits of its original 
host? 

The idea sounds like science fiction; if 
it’s true, Hallmark should include a “cellular 
memory” theme among this year’s batch of 
Valentine’s Day cards. 

But it is not science fiction. 

One of the 150 patients investigated by 
Pearsall was a seven-month-old boy who 
was given a heart by a 16-month-old boy 
who had drowned. 

The donor had cerebral palsy and was 
bothered by it on his left side. 

The boy who received the heart did not 
show signs of cerebral palsy prior to the 
transplant, but acquired stiffness and shak- 
ing on his left side following the surgery. 

Another heart recipient was a lesbian 
who loved fast food. The heart she received 
belonged to a vegetarian who was crazy 
about men. ; 

The former lesbian married a man and 
claimed that meat made her sick. 

Claire Sylvia, author of “A Change of 
Heart,” tells her story of receiving a heart 
and lung transplant from an 18-year-old 
man who died in a motorcycle accident. 

Following the surgery, she underwent a 
complete change in diet, attitude, likes and 
dislikes that all corresponded to her donor’s. 
In the book she is introduced to “the family 
of her heart,” which helps reinforce her life 
changes. 


Assistant professor of: biology Adam 
Rechs, who specializes in physiology, is 
hesitant to support Pearsall’s findings and 
claims that individuals who receive donated 
organs experience personality changes from 


the traumatic effects of being an organ’ 
‘recipient. 


‘He blames Aristotle for the common 
association of human emotions and the 
heart. ; | 

“He. claimed that the heart, and not the 
brain, was the center of thought, logic, emo- 
tion and consciousness,” Rechs said. “The 
brain, he claimed, was merely a radiator to 
cool the heart.” 

If Aristotle was wrong, we need not cut 
out heart shapes from paper, as children 
often do around this time of the year, but 
instead develop a unique shape for the brain 
to slip into their Valentine’s Day cards. 

This is because, aside from these stories 
of transplants, modern science has always 
associated emotion and memory with the 
mind and neurons. 

Rechs ‘said that Aristotle is the reason 
why nobody says, “I love you with all of my 
brain.” 3 

Cellular memory has been rejected by a 
lot of scientists, but for others; such as 
Pearsall, it is very possible. 

Whether cellular memory or Aristotle’s 
assumptions are responsible for modern 
Valentine’s Day clichés is up to you to 
decide. rey :

mote tolerance and diversity to 


America's children," said the We 
Are Family Foundation on their 
Web site, www.wearefamilyfoun- 
dation.org. They are the creators 
and distributors of the video, in 
conjunction with many. other 
groups, including Sesame Street 
and Federal Express. The video 
also has cameos by entertainers 
Whoopi Goldberg, Bill Cosby, and 
Diana Ross and is being distributed 
by FedEx to over 61,000 public 
and private schools across the 


nation. 

Christopher Cerf, award-win- 
ning children's TV/music producer, 
said on the We Are Family 
Foundation Web site, "The produc- 
ers and performers from each show 
embraced the spirit and message of 
this project. They were thrilled to 
allow their characters to appear 
with other characters from differ- 
ent shows simply because they 
understood the importance and 
meaning behind "We Are Family.'"" 

According to the We Are 
Family Foundation, each package 
includes the DVD of the music 
video along with a booklet contain- 
ing educational lesson plans. The 


lessons are created for grades two 
- to six and "aims to put the video's 


themes of respect, understanding 
and appreciation of diversity into 
practice," says the Web site. 

But some activist groups accuse 
the creators of the video of using it 
as a way to introduce children to a 
gay lifestyle. On the Web site 
Worldnetdaily.com, | American 


Family Association researcher Ed 


Vitagliano said, "While we want 
everyone to respect other people's 
beliefs, we do not consider it 
appropriate for children's televi- 
sion to be used in an effort to 
indoctrinate children to accept 
homosexuality." 

Focus on the Family's Dr. 
James Dobson has warned parents 
on the Focus on the Family Web 
site that the We Are Family 
Foundation "could prompt children 
to believe that homosexuality*:is 
equivalent to heterosexuality." 

However, he denied rumors that 


he was attacking the cartoon: 


SpongeBob SquarePants because it 
contained homosexual characters. 
On the Focus on the Family Web 
site, Family.org, Dr. Dobson 
replied, "Unfortunately, the We Are 
Family Foundation has very strong 
homosexual advocacy roots and 
biases." 
Worldnetdaily.com stated that 
FedEx, the company shipping the 
videos, said that they are "proud" 
to provide shipping for the product.

‘“Akimbo” presents itself like any other 
teen movie. It has all the uncomfortable awk- 
wardness of adolescence plus all the charm, 
but what.really makes this tale stand-alone is 
the performance of the lead character. 

Cec Levinson, who plays Kimberly, 
shows more vitality/vulnerability as a teen- 
ager than most teen-agers. Her father Buddy, 
played by Greg Alexander, is a garage 
mechanic with a hankering for alcohol. Her 
mother Pattie, played by Elisabeth Nunziato, 
is a pregnant hypochondriac who requires a 
lot of attention.

Students these days don’t get a 
nap time and are turning to new 
ways to energize themselves and- 
survive their demanding schedules. 

The conventional method of 
brewing a pot of coffee has teamed 
with a new generation of pill pop- 
ping, giving students all the tools 
they need to stay up throughout the 
day. | 

Passing up the snooze. button 
for a hot cup of coffee in the morn- 
ing, students can overcome their 
sleepiness in a matter of minutes. 
The mild stimulant drug found in 
coffee is caffeine, and if not used 
properly, it can do more damage 
than you think. 

Like most things, caffeine is not 
considered to be harmful if used in 
moderation. 

Laurie Grady, director of heath 
education, said that if caffeine. is 


used in small amounts, most peo- 


ple will not suffer negative conse- 
quences. 
“When taken in excess 
mounts, caffeine can be problem- 
ic, causing psychological and 
Tnysidlosival problems,” Grady 
said. “If you use it, keep it to mod- 
erate amounts, less than 400 mil- 
ligrams per day.” 

When taken in excess amounts, 
many peoples’ magic energy 
potion can lead to anxiety, nerv- 
gusness, restlessness, depression, 
increased heart rate and even high- 
er blood pressure. Caffeine addicts 
thay also suffer from insomnia, 
which increases fatigue throughout 
the day. 

Caffeinated beverages are not 
the only way that students are find- 
ir energy. Taking pills is a new 
rend that is even more convenient 
than coffee, but it is an even greater 
health risk. 

Drinking much of her coffee in 
the morning, student athlete Rachel 
Anderson can handle her caffeine 
intake without losing sleep at 
night. 

» “I take caffeine pills and usual- 

by drink at least three cups of coffee 

a day,” Anderson said. “It helps me 

stay awake in class. I don’t know 
what T would do without it.” 

The Supplement } NoDoz is pop- 
ular atong college students, offer- 
ing 100 milligrams of caffeine per 
pill (the same amount of caffeine in 
a cup of coffee). NoDoz is offered 
over the counter and acts as a stim- 
ulant to the body’s central nervous 
system. 





The product is said to keep.con- 
sumers alert, improve concentra- 
tion and give a rapid, clear flow of 
thought. Much like coffee, NoDoz 
can be an effective way to improve 
concentration and overcome exam 
and assignment pressure. 

Another supplement _ that 
increases energy and concentration 
for students is Adderall. Prescribed 
for treatment of Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder, Adderall 
takes on some of the same charac- 
teristics as Ritalin. 

Both drugs have a high poten- 
tial for abuse and a one list OF Se 
effects: 

Potential heath risks took the 


supplement.. ephedrine~.off~the=: 
shelves in April 2004. The supple- 


ment was intended to-aid weight 
loss, enhance athletic ability and 
increase energy. — 

However, the Food and Drug 
Association ruled that ephedrine 


nap time ,.,,;, 
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caused significant health effects, 
such as heart attacks and strokes. 
Students also use a variety of 


_ other supplements and vitamins to 


enhance their performance at 
school. 

__ Isaac Navarrete uses Centrum in 
order to get the vitamins he needs 
for in-class performance. 

“Tf I didn’t take it, I wouldn’t be 
able to focus. It keeps me on point 
when I would normally become dis- 
tracted too easily,” Navarrete said. 
‘T also drink soda sometimes, but 
coffee gives me stomach prob- 
lems.” 

A good rule for maintaining 


energy is to get a good night's 


sleep. Seven to eight hours of sleep 
are usually recommended for 


- adults. 


“The key to keeping one’s ener- 
gy is balancing your workload with 
your replenishment — and replen- 
ishment that comes from natural 
sources and other healthy behav- 
iors,” Grady said.

Alexander Gonzalez believes in 
hard work and determination. Those 
values served him well as he grew 
up in a tough part of Los Angeles, 
served his country in the United 
States. Air Force, worked his way 
through college and, ultimately, as 
the president of Sacramento State. 
His values were formed early on, 
while growing up in a big, tight-knit 
family. 

“T had a really good childhood, 
but we didn’t have much money. 
We were poor,’ Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez said this background 
made him value hard work, educa- 
tion and family. He believes these 
are the values that-got him where he 
is today. 

One of the turning points of his 
life came after high school, when he 
realized he was living in a “shel- 
tered environment.” 


“T could have just stayed home - 


and went to work,’ Gonzalez said. 
‘But a friend and I decided we were 


going to join the Navy. We went to. 


the recruiter’s office, but the Navy 
recruiter was out. The Air Force 
recruiter was there, so we joined the 
Air Force. We figured it was just 
another shade of blue.” 

Serving in the Air Force in the 
late 1960s, Gonzalez spent his over- 
seas tour in the Philippines. 

“T learned a lot in the Air Force,” 
Gonzalez said. “It taught me disci- 
pline and that I could be competitive 
with anybody. Being around men 
and women from all over the coun- 
try really opens your perspective. 
Traveling overseas really changes 
you, too.” * 

The next pivotal decision in his 
life. came when he: decided to go 
back to college. He was the first in 
his family to attend college and felt 
very privileged tobe able to. 

‘T had a very good job after I got 
out of the Air Force,” Gonzalez 
said. “I was driving a truck for a 
while and then became the manag- 
er. It was a big decision to forestall 
working full time.” .. 

Both Gonzalez and his wife 

_worked while he went to school, but 
it paid off. ae 

“The longer I was in school, the 
more I got recruited to go to other 
schools,” Gonzalez said. “Faculty 
members suggested I go to law 
school. Everywhere I applied I was 


accepted.” 

One of the offers was too good 
to pass up: Harvard. 

“T did very well,” Gonzalez said. 


- *T even clerked at a law firm in the 


summer. They really liked me and 
wanted me to come back. But mid- 
way in my second year, I began to 
really think if law was what I want- 
ed to do. That was the next big deci- 
sion in my life ... to leave Harvard.” 

Gonzalez found psychology 
something he was passionate about 
and earned his master’s and doctor- 
ate at UC Santa Cruz. His intentions 
were to teach and do research. He 
taught at Fresno State but ultimately 
went into administration. 

_ Advice he gives his sons and 
students is to set. goals and take one 
step at a time. 

“Often what happens with 
young people is they want to get 
there too quickly,” Gonzalez said. 
“What they need to do when they 
come in their first two years is to 
take as many courses as they can 
that will be diverse. Take art, music, 
history and social sciences, That’s 
what general education is all about. 
Then, when they pick a major, 
they’ll be well grounded,” 

Learning to communicate effec- 
tively, both in written and verbal 
form, is also vital to succeed, 
Gonzalez said.

‘*These are skills you need in any 
job,” Gonzalez said. 

Gonzalez believes that working 
with young people and enjoying his 
job is what keeps him young. He 
looks forward to the “opportunities” 
at Sac State, and one of his biggest 
goals is to complete the Recreation, 
Wellness and Events Center, where 
students will be able to work out, 
receive health care, attend sporting 
events and hold graduation. 

“Students right now are not 
being served,” Gonzalez said. “It 
will be great to have a place where 
they can work out and graduate 
without standing in the hot sun.” _ 

Philip Garcia, special assistant to 
the president for government rela- 
tions, describes Gonzalez as a 
“straight shooter.” 

“He articulates a vision you can 
believe in,” Garcia said. ““He creates 


‘ energy. His vision is bold and ambi- 


tious, but that’s what’s exciting. He 
believes we can all rise to the chal- 
lenge.” 

Gonzalez hopes to be at Sac 
State for a long time. He said the 


accomplishments he has made in 


his life wefén’t made aloné. “ 

“Tt’s not just me,’ Gonzalez said. 
“It’s my wife. I couldn’t have done 
anything without her. My wife has 
probably been the most influential 
person in my life.” ’
